One of the easiest aud certainly cue of 


tlie pleasantcst wayi o( providing. entertain- 
ment for the fireside circle ia by reading 
iloud. The organization of a reading club 
is a simple thing in any family which jiuui- 
bera mora than three or four members ; aud 
»hero a family does not sectu large enough 
;o afford the elements ucces.iary for success, 
I will be 110 difficult lliiug, ordinarily, to 
mh'sl a few fecrjiita from a neighbor's 
lousehold. A reading club, happily, does 
notreiiuire any esteiisiva officering; aud it 
is more likely to be useful and enjoyable 
irith a few members than wilh many. When 
the membership in largo the tendency is to 
make sociability tho principal and reading 
the secondary object. 
When lha club is 


luialler, Ihe uiembere are more likely to bo 
ntent upon the matter in hand, and arc 
willing to have their merry-making conic 
after the reading Is over. 


It is not desirable— indeed, in our opirj- 


on, it is not tolerable, in any • reading club, 
Iwga or small, to have for a reader ouo of 
he demonstrative and conceited sort, who 
apes the professional readers <>f tlio plnlfoiui 
and modulates his voice from' thunder toues 
lo 60f t ami plaintiff accents to suit what he 
considers to be tho spirit of the piece.

A person who brings to tho reacl- 
ng of HFimple story or poent tlie cxtrava- 
ginl nioulhiiigs, gesticulations and ilramalic 
devices appropriate to . the amateur stage, 
will either make his auditors laugh, or -,rill 
make them very uncomfortable in trying to 
suppress llicir laughter. 


There are a few goueral hints or sugges- 


tions as to this matter of fireside reading, 
which may not be out of keeping here. 
I« 


lha first place, some regard should be hr,d to 
variety in selecting books from which to 
read. 
W« have this objection to make to 


Iho Shakspearian clubs, which were at one 
lime very popular and haro not yet entirely 
passed away. Grant that Shakspeare is tha 
grandest author in our language, the most 
:omprehensivc in Ihemc, tho most cosmopol- 
itan in feeling, tha most masterly in style, 
and that the reading o(. Shakspeare is, in 
one sense, an education in itself. Yet Shaks- 
peare is not the only author whose writings 
are worthy of couEeisniIous study, ami Om 
person who reads Shakspeare to tha exclu- 
sion of other authors makes a serious mis- 
take. There are people who seem to con- 
sider it an indecoms thing to commence read- 
ing one book before anoth er previously be 
(run 


is finished. But if variety is the spice of life it 
certainly affords good seasonings for read- 
ing clubs; and we nre quite confident that 
those who try both methods will find it bet- 
ter and more enjoyable to carry along the 
reading of two or three books of various 
style and authorship at the same lime, than 
to confine the attention to any ono book un- 
til it is read through to the end. 
Tee sim- 


ple reason is that the mind wearies of one 
subject, however entertaining it may have 
been at first, if it is pressed upon its atten- 
tion too long. Passing from one author, or 
ona book to another, gives the mind Ihe rest 
it needs, and after each change it is fresher 
and more active. Tor. this reason, for en 
evening's entertainment do hot take alt his- 
tory, or all romance, or all poetry, but a lit- 
tle of each, and the hours so spent will be 
full of keen enjoyment and will leave no 
feeling of fatigue. 


In the second place, (he tnsles of all mem- 


bers "f M]» b<i*nD nir^Tn ehonlfl b« efinsnT!"!! 
in making the selection of books and au- 
thors. 
One may like history, 
Another 


travels, another romance, another poetry, 
and so on. The readings should be so 
chosen as to give something to suit each of 
these different tastes; and hero again we see 
the advisability of securing voristy in the 
selection of books to be read. The result 
is that each member of the circle not only 
obtains gratification from reading or hear- 
ing read that particular sort of writing 
which he most likes, "but he ia educated alvj 
into the iiUrary likings of othera, and his 
tastes grow broader A very good way to 
•ecri™ this result is to appoint each even- 
ing one or two members, of the club or cir- 
cle, who shall make the selections and ar- 
range the plans for tht next evening's read- 
ing. 
In this way no time will be lost ii 


settling the question whut shall b? read, noi 
will Ihere be any chance for » conflict of 
opinions. 
The reading will proceed sys- 


tematically, according to the plan arranged, 
and there will be something to show in the 
way of profit and entertainment for the 
evening's occupation. 


A point naturally sngg«st«d by Iho pre- 


ceding is that every member of the circle 
should: be pemaded to take hin or her turn 
in tho reading aloud. They will very likely 
protest that they cannot read "to edifica- 
tion," u the Scriptures put il ; but they 
cannot tell until they try. It is excellent 
discipline— this reading aloud; and it will 
not b* long before all the members of the 
littlt group are abto to do it intelligently and 
well. They are not likely to read like Mrs. 
Siddons or any other of our pobljc readers ; 
neither, as we have already inlirr>t«d, is it 
desirable that they should. 
But they will 


read understanding^ .nd accurately. 
And 


to this end, ht rs drop a word of caution. 
Let ther» be no unkind criticism of another'! 
<itjl» ot reading, nor any comment at ill, 
unless it is asked for. If criticism were to 
be given simply to help the subject of it, it 
would be well enough ; but it is much more 
likely to arise out of a desire to vtnlilale 
one's own knowledge— and then il ii paltry 
and contemptible.

borrower of it, at tho same lime, nut 
credit, if not abuseil, is n great ami benef- 
icent power. 
By ils uso tho proiluctire-- 


ness of capital is greatly increased. 
A 


large amount of 
capital ia owned 
by 


people who do not desiro to employ il in 
the actual production of weallli. Th'oro oro 
many o'.hcra who aro ready and willing lo 
ongage in productive enterprise, but havo 
no! Iho necessary capital. 
>.'ow, if tho own- 


ers of unemployed capital have confidence 
in tho honesty and skill of the latler class, 
they lend Ibcir capital nt a fair rate of inter- 
est, nuil (bus the production of wealth will 
he greatly increased. Frequently, whowever, 
tho capital loaned is not actually trans- 
ferred lo tho borroM'er,but n written oviilonco 
of his title to it is given instead. If this 
title is transferable it nrny be used as a sub- 
stitute for money; for. wilhin certain limits, 
it hiu liit- same purcLosing power. 
When. 


Ibeso evidences of credit aro in tlie form of 
checks and drafts, bills of exchange and 
promissory notes, they aro largely used as 
subslitules for money, aud vsry grcMlv 
facilitnle CTChanges. But nil are based upon 
confidence, upon tho belief Hint they rep- 
resent truly what they profess to represent 
—actual capital, measured by real money, 
to bo delivered on demand. 


Theso evidences of credit havo become, 


in modern times, tlio chief instrument* of 
exchange. Tho bank has become as indis- 
pensable lo the exchange of values as llio 
railroad is to the transportation of merchan- 
dise.
